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No Reciprocity with Oanada.

According to acable despateh to the Mon-
freal newnpapers, it Is suggested In London
that ' it might not take much in the way of
friendly Washingtoninn overtures to Can.
ada, to Induce Cannds to substitute equal
tarifl treatment of England and the United
Btates for the policy of pro-British prefer-
ence which Is now In vogue."

If an impression exists in the Dominion
that we could be persunded to admit Cana-
dian goods into our markets, duty free, In
return for the poor privilege of competing
on equal terms with British manufacturers
fn Canada, it Is entirely unfounded. Such
s proposal would be much less tempting
than the so-called * commercial union” ad-
yocated some years ago, or than the " unre-
stricted reciprocity ” subsequently urged by
Canadian Liberals. Even those projects
had no chance of acceptance on this side of
the border, where the conviction is now
widespread aud deep-rooted that, if the
Canadian provinces covet the privileges of
Interstate free trade, which are possessed
by the members of our Unlon, they must
sssume llke responsibilities by applying
for admission to our federation.

It will be remembered that only partial
reciprocity was secured by the treaty which
was negotinted by Lord Ereix, and which
at the end of ten years was denounced by
our Government. Under the provisions of
that convention the raw products of Canada
were admitted to onr marketa duty free,
while our manufactures were barred ont of
QOananda, The * commercial union™ scheme
proposed absolute free trade in all products,
yaw or manufactured, between the United
Btates and the Dominion, and also the im-
position by both countries of Identical
tariffs upon commodities coming from all
the rest of the world. Obviously, the effect
of such an arrangement would be to dis-
eriminate against British manufactures in
our favor. The “unrestricted reciprocity™
project, afterward put forward by Sir
Ricaarp CartTwriGET and others, also
provided for the free interchange of all
products, raw or manufactured, between
the two countries, but left each of them to
make its own tariff regulations,

Under this plan, Canada, of course, wounld
be at liberty to discriminate against Eng-
land if she choss, but she would not be
bound to do so, * Unrestricted reciproelty”
was, consequently, less acceptable to us
than “commerclal union."” Now we are
told that Sir WiLrrip LAuRriEr will posi-
tively refuse to discriminate against Brit-
fah commodities, and that the utmost he
could offer would be, in exchange for our
opening a continental market to Canadian
raw products, to let our manufacturers
compete In the Dominion on equal terms
with those of the United Eingdom.

*Thank you for nothing I" would be the
appropriate answer to such an overture,

There is, as we have pointed out repeat-
edly, just one way in which Canadians can
obtain the precious privilege of fres trade
with the United States, and that ls by
severing their connection with a Enropean
monarchy and by becoming citizens of the
great American republic. That way lie
dignity and prosperity; under any other
political conditions the lot of Canada will
be a hopeless one,

The Postponement in the Thorn Case,

“No person,” says the Constitution of
New York, “shall be subject to be twice
put in jeopardy for the same offence,"”

There is a similar provision in the Fifth
Amendment to the Constitution of the
United States,

At one time It was supposed by many
persons, and serlously asserted by distin-
gulshed lawyera, that this Constitutional
prohibition, which isfound in the funda-
maental law of most of the States, was a bar
to the second trial of a person aceused of
erime, [f the first trial had broken down,
like the recent trial of the case of THORN
in Long Island City, by reason of the {llneas
of a juror.

This +lew, however, Is not now enter-
tained anywhere, so far as we are aware,
Ita correctness Is denled by the leading text
writers on criminal law, and it has been
rejected by the courts ln many jurisdle-
tions. The Supreme Court of the United
Btates, speakinz through Mr. Justice
Brmas in 1894, declared It to be the law
of that tribunal *that courts of justice
are invested with the authority to dis-
charge s jury from giving any verdict
whenever In their opinion, taking all
the clrcumstances Into consideration,
there is & manifest necessity for the act,
or the ends of public justice would other-
wise be defeated, and to order a trial by
another jury; and that the defendant (s not
thereby twice put in jeopardy within the
meaning of the Fifth Amendment to the
Constitution of the United States.” In
the case where this doetrine was laid down,
the jury ou the first trial were discharged
before Its conclusion becauss the presiding
Judge discovered that oneof the jurymen
had been a member of the Grand Jury
which found the ludictment against the de-
fendant, and was therefore legally disqnali.
fled to slt onthe petit jury which tried him.

Tuere are a number of declslons by State
courts of last resurt upon the preclse point
lovolved in the caso of THORN, affirming the
proposition that the discharge of the jury
in the course of the trial, on account of the
sickness of oue of its members, does not
deprive the State of the right to bring the
prisoner to trisl before another jury, Ina
leading case on this subject the Bupreme
Court of Vermont has sald ;

“Hut Io the event that Ahe jury or cours or priscner
I the progress of the trisl become unable to provesd
With the (risl his Jeopardy st once osases. If It ware
Kuuwn woben the trial was estered upon that the
Judge would be stricken dowa or dle, 40 that thers
would be no competent court to Anlsh the trial; or
Shat the pauel would become disqualified by the slek-
moss or death of one of the Jurors; or thst the jury
would be uneble to And & verdiot; or that the re

pondent would be I8 10 proesed with the trial
bocauss of slikness or escaps from custody, the re-
spandent would not be put In perll or jeopardy by
mich commoposment of the trial."

The jeopardy, lu other words, depends

that presumption consen by
reason of some occurrence on the trial, the
jeopardy in shown to have been incompleta
and does not suflice to ralse the Constitu-
tlional barrier,

In Georgla the Suprems Court has gone
so far as to hold that a trial Judge can
properly discharge the jury In a murder
case on aceount of the death of the mother
of one of the jurora, That able but some-
what eccentric lawyer, Chief Justice
BrecrLEY, however, dissented In a cogent
opinion in which he sald:

*The law preaumes #vary maa nnocant untfl the

y Iogally aDp When an fonootnt man s
on trial for & capital felony, hin UUfe la in peril. The
daty of pressrving &n lnnocent life is higher, both
morally and legally, than that of attending sny
fanaral whatscever. I follows that when (he mothar
of & juror dies panding the trial of a eapiial sase, the
truo pecessity which arisss is absenoce from ihs fu.
neral, not abeence from the trial. The juror baing set
apart and dedicsted to the work of deliveriag the
aoousrd from deadly peril, 1s o be regarded s if ina
far try or confined Lo shalne whish 4 be
broken.”

Thenuthority of Judge WiLsmor M, Burrn
in the case of THORN to discharge the jury
on aceount of Mr. Lansex's [liness, and to
order the trinl to proceed later before & new
jury, does not seem to have been questioned
by the counsel for the prisoner,

The District Attorney was doubtless wise
not to enter into any arrangement for con-
tinuing the trial with the eleven remain.
Ing jurors and & new juror in the box.
Since the decision by the Court of Appeals
in the celebrated case of CAncEeEMI that the
defendant (n a eriminal prosecution tri-
able by jury cannot lawfully walve a trial
by twelve jurors, there is great uncertalnty
as to what other walvers may logally be
made by or in behalf of the prisoner,

The Plain Facts,

The T'ribune makes a laborlouns effort to
justify its betrayal of the Republican party
in this ecity and State at the late election,
The facts are very clear.

The sum and substance of the
whole is that bo played the part of a traitor
for tha gratifieation of his private ma-
lignity, and exposed the Tribune to all Re-
publicans as a peculiarly nasty enemy of
their party, sgainst whose treachery they
must be on their guard ceasslessly from
this time forth, and more especlally in the
election of next year and the momentous
election in 1900,

From the 1Jnlon League Club,

We publish In another column a letter
on our late New York election from Mr,
Isasc TowwnseEND SwmiTH, 8 member of the
Union League Club, and the American
Consul-General of Siam. Mr. SurTa's let-
ter is an attempt to justify the Republican
rebellion which gave New York, both the
city and the State, to the Bryanized De-
mocracy, and as It presents the fallaclous
arguments usnally set up as a pretext for
that wholly indefensible revolt, we give it
as a curious contribution to the history of
that disastrous campaign.

The first excusa for his rebellion offered
by Mr. SyiTH Is that it was requisite be-
cause "the Hepublican party is on record
as advocating & separation ef munieipal
and local from npational lssues.” There In
no such record, and even (f there were one,
such a separation in the last campaign was
impossible. The election was not merely
for municipal officers, but for State officers
also, Assemblymen and a Chief Justice of
the Court of Appeals, As the results of the
election showed, the rebellion in the party
agalust the municipal ticket earried down
also Its county and its State ticket. The
rebels did not discriminate ngainst the city
ticket only, but also defeated Assembly-
men and Judge WALLACE, the Republican
candidate for Chief Justice of the Court of
Appeals, by withholding their votes from
themor by voting forother candidates. They
made themselves responsible for the elec-
tion of s Bryanite Chief Justice and did
thelr best to turn over to Bryanlsm the
Assembly likewise,

In separating, so far as possible, munici-
pal electlons from State and national elec-
tions, the Constitutional Conventlon did
not and could not place the Republican
party on record in favor of keeping out
State or national issues from o local cam-
paign, the Counstitution having no power to
determine the lssues of an election, or to
include or to excluds any Issues.

poliey, required its opponents to defeat the
trick and drag forth its hidden Bryanlsm.
The Strong administration, as every sagu-
clous political observer knew, had brought
non-partisaushlp Into disrepute, aod on
that lssue defeat was inevitable. That
popular sentiment demanded s muniecipal

French Tragedy in Boston Style,

Banders Theatre, a part of the memorial

bullding erected by Harvard University in
honor of her sons who fell in the civil war,
and the place where the commencement
exercises and other state ceremonlies of the
university are held, will be the scene this
winter of a curious contest between the
French department of Harvard and a body
of the students associated for the pur-
pose of Improving their speaking knowl-
edge of the French language and calling
Itself in print by the somewhat cumber-
some title ot ' Le Cercle Frangals de 1'Uni-
versitd de Harvard.,” While the origin
and causes of the dissension may be rather
obscure, its public manifestations have
aroused Interest [n eastern Massachusetts
and will provide entertainment and in-
struction during the winter for select Bos-
ton audlences,
The * Cercle Frangalis,” or French Club,
has only In late years attained social emi-
nsnce among the socicties of Harvard. For
many years it had plodded along modestly
and unnotieed, like all other college lit-
erary socletles, its highest ambition being
the occaslonal production of alittle comedy
for the delectation of Its own membern,
With the advent of an enthuslastle
instructor of histrionic tastes, how
ever, this was all changed. The Cercle
discovered that [t must make [ts [n-.
fluence felt, and proceeded to startle
the university with its theatrical exploits.
Its most brilliant achievement was the pro-
duction of MoLIERE'S **Le Bourgeols Gen-
tilhomme,” with an Interpolated ballet
which cast the efforts of the Hasty Pud-
ding and Pi Eta clubs Into the shade.
Hoston soclety saw that a new star had
arisen, and forthwith took up " Le Cercle
Frangais" and Its performances. The club
seomed duly grateful to the [nstructor
through whose efforts its social transforma-
tlion had been accomplished,

Accidents wlill happen, however, in the
best of clubs, Last spring the harmony
between the Cercle Frangais and its ener-
getie Instructor was disturbed. M. Bru-
NETIERE of the Freanch Academy, appeared
In Cambridge and lectured in Sanders
Theatre. He was introduced to the au-
dience by professors of the French depart-
ment. The Cercle Francais asserted
that he had been invited to lecture by
the club at Its expense, and that he
should have been Introduced hy the
club's officers. War to the knife was
declared between it arcd its instructors,
and each side has entered upon a campalgn
in the enemy's country. The Cercle has
invited a number of professors from other
colleges and French men of letters to lec-
ture in Sanders Theatre before Harvard
Univernity, while the French department
announces at the same place a theatrical
exhibition, which will wither forever the
Cercle's dramatic laurels,

In a circular decorsted with the seal of
the university, though the motto Chriafo
et Foclesice neems rather out of place, the
professors of the department of French
advertise thres performances of Racing's
“ Athalie,” the most ladylike play of the
most feminloe French poet. No attempt
will be made to reproduce the play as it
waoa given originally by the young women
in Mme, DE MAINTENON'S boarding school
at Suint Oyr, and of courss s biblical ballet
cannot be introduced, but histrionic genius
has found possibilities for display even In
“ Athalle,” As the eircular points out :

*Tha splandor of the mise en scdne, the introduo-
ilon of & large number of subordinase characters and
Mgurants, and the use of vooal mnd iostrumental
musle, not only in the choruses which ok one act o
anvilier, bus I Lthe body of the play ltself, serve o
Lelghten the Interest of the work., The tragedy will
be pe 1 by s peny of d graduates,
and (natraciors of Harvard University and Radoliffe

Mise en scens, as Bostonlans should know,
means stage wetting; while the figuranf is a
character often taken by undergraduates
on less dignifled stages and vulgarly known
as the ‘“*supe.”

To “helghten the interest” the prinecipal
parts will be intrusted to two young ladles
of Boston not connected with the unlver-
sity, the choruses will be sung by the Bos-
ton Cecilin Soclety, and MEeNDELSSORN'S
music will be rendered by the Boston Sym-
phony orchestra under the direction of Bos-
ton's Mr. B. J, Laxa,

Yet there |s a dlscordant note in this
beautiful prospectus that will jar disagree-
ably thronghout the land. The illustrated
libretto of ** Athalie" by the side of Ra-
CINE's text will contaln *a juxtalinear
translation made expressiy for this occa-
sion” by Prof, Freperio Cesan pE BuMmi-
ciRAST, Has Harvard growo skeptical of
Boston's knowledge of French! Or does

Prof. pr Susmicunast fear that Boston so-
clety, for whose festivities Harvard sces

it thus to use her halls, may be
unable to understand the French after the
school of Cambridge by Somerville.

The SBherman-Johunston Negotiations
of 18605,

In Tux Buw to.day Gen. H. V. BOYNTON
gives an Interest account of the effort
made by various political leaders of the
Confederacy, at the surrender of JORN-
STON'S army, in 1865, to obtain concessions
of political rights through the terms of
peace granted by Gen. Surnmax, He de-
scribes the relation of this project to the
attempt to found ** a soldlers’ party,” under-
taken about that time.

A striking point in this historical review
In its comparison of the terms actually
granted by Gen, Sprrmax with those sug-
gested by Postmaster-(ieneral REAGAN of
the Confederncy, Gen, SHERMAN'S agree-
ment wonld cortainly have taken from the
Government of the United States the au-
thority that belonged to it. Of course,
however, the stout old soldier referred his
agreement to Washington, where the Cabi-
net, with which Gen, GRANT was sum-
moned to confer, promptly, unanimously,
and emphatically rejected it.

To the part played by Secretary STANTON
in this rejection, Gen, BoysxToN gives just
prominence,

The Reduction of the Finest.

‘We have referred mlready to the methods
by which the Anthropological Burean, re-
cently established by the Police Depart-
ment, hopes to prevent the members of our
Justly respected and highly appreclated
police force from aceumulating too much
fat. Thesubject is of immense and continu-
ing interest to all philosophieal oitizens,

Without undervaluing the athletic ex-
ercise by which the police force is to be
reduced, It Is permlssible to doubt if
any diminution of policemen will be ap-
proved by the community. In the herolo
age the N:w York policeman was ample,
even vast, Goe and Macoe, fed on the
Lord Mayor's richest calipash and calipee,
melted into blue, and wearing their own
clubis, would not have been more comfort-
able and Imposing figures. You felt In
those days that only a big and rich city
could afford to keep policemen so volu-
minous and high-colored. Even the pilots
of the Broadway stages, a fearless, original,
and expressive race of men, looked almost
with humility upon these magnificent mas-
ters of traflie and obeyed their uplifted
hands without imprecation.

It was beautiful to watch the conflicts
for the right of way between these enlarged
polleemen and the truck drivers. The truck
driver, in the times before reform, wnsa
person who habitually defended a doubtless
amiable personality behind a palisade of
language [mported from Flanders. He
seemed to be vexed as if by the thought
that he was born too late to be a pirate of
the Spanish Main, and bad to content him-
self with breasting the waves of West
street, It was his heart's delight to mock
the world and cut down all folks on foot.
Wis he & man to be restrained by a little,
thin policeman? A policeman might have
had the heart of Hector and the dynamic
arm of Frrzsiumons, and yet have failed
to touch the imagination of the warrlor
truck drivers. To these the dignity of
mass appealed. They fearcd the man whom
they couldn't run over; and one of thoss
old-fashioned bulging, monumental patrol-
men was no more capable of belng run over
than St. Peter's Is. The truck driver might
run over somebody elss and escape for a
moment, but he knew that punishment
awalted him at the endof a very short lane,
That policeman he might elude, but before
long he was sure to come upon two
polecemen talking together. Passage was
impossible, He had to surrender. The fat
men were slow but sure,

As a matter of fact no violator of the law
who had any sense of etiquette ever tried
to run away from a fat policeman, As a rule
criminals are thin, They worry too much.
They fear a fat policeman. They see in him
their deadly opposite.

It is scarcely necessary to speak agaln of |

the sense of genlal security diffused hy fat
policemen. It Is an ancient jest that po-
licemen are hard to find, The fat police-
man was Impossible to lose, He was a
landmark, a beacon, In a town swarming
with strangers he was & convenience, if not
a necessity, He basked and waddled, an
ornament and a joy.

Some of the civil service machine police-
men of to-day flit about not much wider or
more palpable than ghosts, A good guesser
would put the combined age of twoof them
at 24 and the combined welght of two of
them at 125 pounds, Probably they have
all the virtues, but they seem better fitted
to be “tigers” bebind a pony cart than to
be the law on legs. They don't look like
deterrents of erime, And yet they are very
severe to boy flower peddlers, and their
frown at the sight of a push cart {s tremen-
dous, They mean well, but they have not
the confldence of the publie, and little,
wanton boys of the strect put thumb to
nose nt their approach.

Still, the fat poli n ars d d to
lean years, Space in this town [s so valu-
able that pollecemen cannot be allowed to
occupy more than a fair share of it,

The Forsaken Defender.

The reported condition of the Defender
must be sad news for vachtsmen., She |s
corroding. Bronze and aluminum do not
agree, and at the pointsof their juncture in
the hull of the famous sloop there is clear
evidence of decay. If the reports are
correct, It may be sald that the De.
fender I8 In consumption. The work
that she was designed to do she did
well; but there s an impression among
many yachtsmen that she Is still practically
an untried boat, It may be that she never
had & chanee to display all bher power and
all hergood points, Certainly Valkyrie I1L,
or, rather, Lord DUNRAVEN, never gave her
that opportunity, and there was nothing
that was not expected in her repested vie-
tories over the Vigilant,

There are those who belleve that in a
strong wind the Defender is the most won-
derful craft afloat. It Is a pity that shedld
not get a chance to cross the ocemn and
compete with Britlsh boats,

When the Defender went over the course
on the day that DusNgAvEN sulked many
people were disappointed and surprised
that on a broad reach It took her nearly
two mortal hours to cover the distance,
fifteen mlles, to the outer mark. The
trouble was not with the boat; It was with
the wind, The yacht wants wind aud plenty
of it, notwithstanding her enormous spread
of canvas, A few days before the cup races
she went down the bay for probably her
Inst training test, It was & memorable
apln. There was & flerce northwest
wind, The yacht carried her malusall,
staysail, and jib, She stood up like
a church, Indeed she might have
carvicd her topsall, but probably [t was

detmed wise on board o dispanse with
that luxury until the Weather made (tm
neceaalty. The twin-screw steamer Mon-
mouth happened at that time ts be making
one of her regular trips to Sandy Hook.
Bhe chased the yacht, but the length
of time that she took to oyerbanl
her was a surprise to every one who
witnessed that Interesting lut unequal
battle between salls and serews. When the
steamer at last caunght up with the De-
fender, near the Southwest Splt, she snluted
her in the usual nolsy manner, and the
salute was immodiately followed by eheers
from the passengers. They were all de
lighted with the yacht's marvellous burst
of apeed on that windy afternoon.

It ia to be hoped that there is some ex-
aggeration in the reported condition of the
Defender, and that we may yet havo an op-
portunity of admiring her under full sail.
